For many months, the former Grinder restaurant location at the northwest comer of Sepulveda 
Boulevard and Manchester Avenue in Westchester has been vacant. Since the restaurant’s 
closure, the lot has become a magnet for the homeless and for taxi and limo drivers as they wait 
for their runs to/from LAX.

We understand that Chick Fil-A will invest more than $3 million in property improvements, will 
repair nearby sidewalks, plant new trees, add between 40 and 60 new jobs, enhance landscaping, 
create a new wall to enhance privacy for the neighbors, and support a variety of local non-profit 
groups ranging from the Westchester Family YMCA, PATH (People Assisting the Homeless), the 
Westchester Senior Center and others. 
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
